his malady she refused, and shortly 
afterwards, Stewars entered the house.

New Governor General of Australia Is 
Only 37. Years Old. 


Where a few years ago the young 
men were considered to be too hot- 
headed and inexperienced to be en- 
trusted with the reins of government, 
siey have gradually forged to the 
front until now they are displacing the 
gray-beards in positions that call for 
the highest qualitications to which 
men can attain. 

A striking example of this is evi- 
denced in the fact that the British 
Cabinet is the youngest that has ever 
been in omce, and it has appointed 
she youngest governor-general of Aus- 
sralia—Lord uman, who will ‘sue- 
teed Lord Dwdley When he retfres this’ 
year. 

Lord Denman will be 37 years thie 
year, and already he has seen and 
done a lot. Quite early in life he 
made up his mind to be a soldier, and 
his opportunity came sooner than it 
does for most men, for not long after 
he left the military college at Sand- 
harst the South African war broke 
out, and he served as captain of the 
Middlesex Squadron of the Imperial 
Yeomanry and saw much service, and 
finally being invalided home after a 
wound received during a skirmish.

Labor is abund- 
ant and cheap, such labor leaving this 
rovince in large numbers for the 
nited States and the western pro- 
vinces of Canada. All efforts to utilize 
this labor supply in local manufac- 
tories on a larger scale had to be giv- 
en up, as the means of shipping manv- 
factured goods from there are, dur- 
ing at least four ‘months of the year, 
practically impossible. An_ all-rail 
route to the mainland wou!d at once 
open up many opportunities to the 
people of that province. 


A Great Crop of Wheat. 

An immense amount of capital has 
been invested in Canadian bonds and 
stocks during the last ten years, and 
there has been a very great appre- 
ciation in value of many securities. 
What would be the market value of 
these stocks to-day if there had been 
a succession of crop failures in Can- 
ada year after year poke the last 
ten years? Anyone who ~ ill consider 
this question can understand to what 
a great extent the stock markets are 
interested in the condition of the 
crops. 

It is now estimated that the wheat 
yield in the Western Provinces of 
| Canada will not be less than 200,000,- 
| 000 bushels, and that it may reach 
| 225,000,000. 

The general condition of other crops 
seems to be good throughout Canada, 
and if present expectations are rea-

but the present outlook is most favor- 
able.

469 immigrants entered Canada. Of 
last year’s aggregate 123,013 came from 
the United Kingdom, 86,212 being Eng- 
lish.

How the Associated Press Worked to 


Get and Give the News, 

On the afternoon of Sept. 6, 1901, 
badass gp lho nyt hpgg b 
Inbor, I set out for Philadelphia with 
the purpose of spending a few days at 
Atlantic City. When I reached the 
Broad street station in the Quaker 
City I was startled by a number of po- 
licemen crying my name. I stepped 
up to one, who pointed to a boy with 
an urgent message for me. President 
McKinley had been shot at Buffalo, 
and my, presence was required at our 
Philadelphia office at once. Ay mes 
sage bad been sent to ‘me at Trenton, 
but my train had left the station pre- 
cisely two minutes ahead of its ar- 
tival. Handing my baggage to-n hotel 

porter, I Jumped into a cab and dash- 
ed away to our office, I Yeimiined 
there until dawn of the following 
morning, 

The opening pages of the story of 
the assassination were badly written, 
and I ordered no substitiite prepared, 
An inexperienced reporter stood beside 
Proaident McKinley in the Music hall 
at Buffalo when Czolgosz fired the fa- 
tal shot. He selzed a neighboring tele- 
phone and notified our Buffalo corre 
spondent and then pulled out the wires 
in order to render the telephone a 
wreck, so that it was a full half hour 
Sezore any additional details could be 

secured, 


I ordered competent men and expert 
telegraph operators from Washington, 
Albany, New York and Boston to bur:
